Moreover, to the best o. our knir.vi- 
edge and belief, the mothers, wives, 
sisters, aunts, neices of Xarberth, as 
elsewhere, are just as charming, grace- 
ful, and "ladylike" today as they were 
prior to 7 A. M. last Tuesday! 

We wish to record the fact, too, •dnl 
the election ollicers report that the bal- 
lots were marked with more gen: nil ef- 
ficiency, anil that fewer mistakes were 
made by the voters of our borough on 
Tuesday than in any previous eu'etion 
in our local history. 

Gosh all liemlock! you don'', really 
mean to say that the fact that ladies 
were thoroughly informed and all prim- 
ed to handle their ballots intelligently, 
really paused tlie men to >pruce up and 
be a little more careful than usual.' 
Well, dearie, it certainly looks that 
way. 

Republicans Will by Big Majority. .

Xarberth was carried by Senator 
Harding anil the rest of the Hepublicnn 
ticket, by a big majority, the Harding 
ticket getting !>L'(> votes to 2:»1 cast for 
Governor Cox. Hut the latter made :i 
remarkable showing in this overwhelm- 
ingly Kepublionn borough 

The women made an excellent show- 
ing, 5(1!) of them voting, or over 54 per 
cent, of the total of W2 women regis- 
tered. Considering that this was the 
first time that flic women have been 
eligible to vote, and that naturally 
there were some who hesitated — for one 
reason or another — about going to the 
polls*, ami that some were kept away 
by illness, and that others were un- 
avoidably out of town, ami thai the 
storm late on election afternoon kept 
some men as well as women from re. idl- 
ing the pulls — considering all those 
things, we feel that the women of Xar- 
berth made an excellent response to 
their newly won responsibilities and 
duties as voting citizens. 

The total registration for the bor- 
ough wiis l,!i:!7. Of this number 1.0(15 
were men, of whom (170, or (i7 per cent., 
voted. Add to the (i7t) inen who voted. 
the 50!) women who cast ballots, and 
you will find that out of a total regis- 
tration of 1,!K!7, votes were cast by 
].1"0, or (10 per cent. There is, of 
course, room for improvement here, but 
considering the weather :ind other 
things, Narbertli has nothing to be 
ashamed of. 

One interesting side light on the local 
returns was that Senator Penrose, to 
whom there was considerable opposi- 
tion, particularly among the women, 
ran 5!) votes behind the head of the 
ticket. Congressman Watson, who was 
also up for re-election, ran considerably 
behind the head of the ticket, too, re- 
ceiving :!7 fewer votes than I'resident- 
eleet Harding. 

The only woman on any of the tick- 
ets, Leah Cobb Marion, Prohibition 
candidate for I*. S. Senator, inside a re- 
murksibly good showing, receiving 50 
votes. Mrs. Hulliollsind, of X'arberth. 
received one coniplimentsiry vote for 
the same ofTipe. 

Narberth's Biggest Ejection. 

It whs by far the biggest election — 
in point of votes east — that our bor- 



ough has ever experienced. The election 
ofiicers were on I lie job before 7 A. M., 
iintl they did not finish counting the 
ballots until .1.15 Wednesday morning. 
Judge Trotter and his staff, including 
W. .1. Kirkpatrick, !•'.. V. Smith, .lesse 
Harris, Robert 10. 1'attison, dr., Linn 
Ttotter, and Hubert Mueller, handled 
the voters with efficiency and dispatch, 
and the excellent arrangements that 
they lisid provided. — notably the extra 
booths — were thoroughly appreciated 
by the voters. Narbertli is certainly to 
be congratulated on hsiving such an ef- 
ficient and uniformly courteous Klec- 
tion Board. 

Mrs. William .1. Kirkpatrick had the 
honor of being the first woman to cast 
her ballot, and Mrs. Anton Wohlert esist 
the second. Mr. Jacob K. Lessey wsis 
the first man to vote. 

Why Cox Was Defeated. 

Wild consternation — or something 
like that — reigned when one of our lead- 
ing Democrats — and HE wasn't si wo- 
man — dropped his ballot in the box but 
forgot to mark it. He wanted to ex- 
tract it and mark it anil then vote it, 
but the election ollicers, while desiring 
to oblige him, could not, under the law, 
consent to his reipiest. Which probably 
accounts for Governor Cox's defeat — 
at least in Pennsylvania! 

Out side of Elm Hall — and outside the 
legal limit — members of the League of 
Women Voters were on duty all day, 
ready to explain the technicalities of 
(he ballot from a purely non-partisan 
standpoint, to any women who wanted 
any information sis to the proper and 
legsil method of marking a ballot. And 
in this way they rendered ii genuine 
citizen service in si number of instances. 

One of the voters — and again 1110 
wasn't a woman, questioned the knowl- 
edge of one of these representatives of 
the League of Women Voters concern- 
ing the ballot and how to mark it. And 
she called his bluff so promptly sind 
demonsl nil ed her knowledge of how to 
mark a ballot and vote, so thoroughly, 
that the onlookers were quick to re- 
spond with a round of cheers for her. 

Tuesday was probably the last elec- 
tion thsit will be held in Xsirbcrth with 
only one voting place. Council is plan- 
ning to create two and possibly three 
voting divisions before next spring.

Any person burning leaves paper, 
rubbish, etc., on township highways 
tluil have a bituminous or other [intent 
surface, will be subject t<i a line of 
^20.00 according to 1111 ordinance adopt- 
ed at the monthly meeting of the Low- 
er Merion Commission on Tuesday even- 
ing.
